During the second week in August.

Education in academic areas serves to 
prepare students for life after graduation, 
and depending on the individual's choice 
of college or career, the skills learned in 
school become an essential part of every- 
day life. 

It is inevitable, though, that some stu- 
dents do not place enough importance on 
academics.

Before receiving a certificate in teach- 
ing, a person wanting to become a teacher 
must serve as a student teacher for at least 
one quarter of the school year. That’s why 
Nora Duce, Bill Evans, and Sherrill Smith 
worked with a number of teachers here at 
Marysville-Pilchuck this year.

She commented, “I enjoyed re- 
suming old friendships with my former 
teachers, and have received an abundance 
of support and encouragement from fac- 
ulty, students, and administration.” 
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Skill Center Expands 


In its first vear of existence, the Sno-Isle 
Vocational Skills Center at Paine Field 
shows that the area school districts are ex- 
panding their facilities for students. The 
Center offers classes such as dental hy- 
giene, automotive maintenance, machine 
trades and production plastics. Students at- 
tend classes in two and one half hour shifts, 
morning and afternoon. Individuals are 
trained for their vocations, rather than 
providing them traditional education they 
might not use. 

The Skill Center has plans of expanding 
its course offerings with greenhouse tech- 
niques and animal care heading the list of 


future subjects. One thing interesting ] 
about the Center is that it keeps in touch» 


with the business world so that it can offer 
the occupations for which there is a de- 
mand. 

One of the more popular subjects of- 
fered is the production plastics class. This 
vocation provides three basic principles of 
plastic forming: fiber reinforcing, injection 
molding and thermo forming. These tech- 
niques are used by the students to make 
small boats, canoes, toboggans and many 
other fiberglass formations. 

Some fifty MPHS students are taking ad- 
vantage of the practical education avail- 
able at the skills center.

Mark Kreutz, a former University of 
Washington defensive back and four year 
letterman, became the new defensive coor- 
dinator and linebacker coach. Mark Wells, 
who attended the University of Puget 
Sound and lettered in football, basketball 
and track, was the coach for the defensive 
backs. Other coaches included Jim Linden, 
who played for the University of Oregon in 
the 1958 Rose Bowl. He coached the offen- 
sive line. Jim Niemi guided the defensive 
line. 

The season’s first game was against Ev- 
erett in the annual Shrine Bowl game. The 
offense was plagued by inconsistency, and 
Everett came out on top, 14-6.

Most of the people who followed the 
Tomahawk basketball team last season ex- 
pected very little from them in 1978-‘79.
